Many  people  (myself  included)  believe  that  investing  in 
rare  coins  affords  them  the  best  possible  opportunity  to 
dramatically  increase  their  investment  income.  Investment 
income  derived  from  rare  coins  can  be  very  important  to 
your  future  as  the  tax  rate  for  coins  held  more  than  six 
months  is  usually  less  than  your  income  tax  rate.  In  other 
words,  it  is  both  easier  and  more  profitable  to  let  your 
investment  work  for  you. 

To  say  that  “purchasing  top  quality  rare  coins  is  the  best 
investment,”  is  a  value  judgement.  However,  to  state  that 
the  average  annual  gain  from  uncirculated,  early  U.S.  coins 
over  the  last  ten  years  has  been  superior  to  all  of  the 
traditional  avenues  of  investment,  is  not  a  value  judgement. 
It  is  a  demonstrable  fact. 

As  some  of  you  know,  I  have  been  a  numismatist  for  18 
years  and  have  had  ample  opportunity  to  observe  the  profit 
march  of  uncirculated  rare  coins.  Recently  I  have  been 
going  over  some  of  my  records  concerning  the  numismatic 
portfolios  I  assembled  ten  or  more  years  ago.  It  was 
interesting  to  see  that  the  average  annual  rate  of  gain  for 
my  past  clients  has  exceeded  40%  per  year.  In  a  number  of 
cases,  the  annual  gain  has  exceeded  60%.  My  numismatic 
research  indicates  that  the  average  uncirculated  (pre  1930) 
U.S.  type  coin  has  experienced  43%  annual  gain  over  the 
last  decade.  This  form  of  research  involves  comparisons  of 
catalog  price  and  I  fully  realize  that  some  of  you  wish  to 
know  what  the  rate  of  gain  for  “real”  coins  has  been.  To 
further  illustrate  the  incredible  performance  of  numismatic 
investments,  I  went  back  to  one  of  my  ads  which  appeared 
in  the  February  1966  issue  of  Numismatic  Scrapbook 
Magazine.  I  selected  a  representative  sample  of  the  coins 
advertised  then  and  will  now  list  them  in  this  analysis. 

In  order  to  insure  my  complete  objectivity,  I  have  asked 
the  president  of  our  firm,  Jim  Halperin,  to  deteremine  the 
approximate  value  of  each  of  these  coins  today,  ten  years 
later.  In  the  accompanying  chart  I  have  described  each  coin, 
listed  both  the  1966  and  1976  pieces,  and  determined  the 
actual  percentage  of  increase  during  this  period. 

I  think  you’ll  agree  that  the  past  history  of  rare  coins  as 
an  investment  is  quite  impressive.  At  present  it  seems  to  me 
that  this  year  will  either  be  the  best  or  second  best  in  the 
recent  history  of  numismatic  investing.  And  the  future 
appears  very  bright.  So  bright,  in  fact,  that  I  have  recently 
decided  to  triple  the  amount  I  spend  each  month  on  my 
own  numismatic  portfolio.  (Yes,  I  also  buy  coins  from 
N.E.R.C.G.)
